CHAPTER 511. 
AN ACT to amend section 2039 of the statutes of 1898, relating 

to suspension of powers of alienation. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and 
assembly, do eitact as follows: 

Limit of suspension; exceptions. SECTIoN 1. Section 2039 
of the statutes of 1896 is hereby amended so as to read as fol-
lows: 

Section 2039. The absolute power of alienation shall not be 
suspended by any limitation or condition whatever for a longer 
period than during the continuance of two lives in being at the 
creation of the estate and twenty-one years thereafter, except 
in the single case mentioned in the next section, and except when 
real estate is given, granted or devised lo a charitable use or to 
literary or charitable corporations which shall have been organ-
ized under the laws of this state, for their .sole use and benefit., 
or to any cemetery corporation, society or association. 

SECTION 2. This at shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage and publication.
